On Monday for the first 
time in Texas history owners 
of ali the industrial working 
places in the state will be re- 
quired to comply with de- 
tailed health standards on ev- 
erything from wash basins to 
rat control, the Observer has 
learned. 

Without publicity the 
State Department of Health 
has promulgated, as of the 
first of the month, a twelve- 
page set of “occupational 
health regulations” which 
have the full effect of law. 

They are based on the “Texas 
General Sanitation Law” which 
the legislature passed in 1945. 
The health department at first 
simply deployed a few industrial 
hygiene engineers around the 
state, but last Sept. 1 an occupa-

An occupational health pro- 
gram, Wilson said, “pays off fi- 
nancially.

a blackjack. 


Essin Essin, 30, is a theological 
student at Southwestern College 
at Terrell, Texas. His home is Ni- 
geria, West Africa. He was on a 
bus going to Houston. The driver 
of the Continental Trailways bus 
called Boatright here and said 
FEssin refused to move to the rear 
of the bus. 


Boatright said he found Essin 
seated in the middle of the bus. 
He said Essin told him. in a Brit- 
ish accent, he did not understand 
his order to move to the rear, so’ 
Boatright grabbed him by the: 
arm and took him to the back 
But Essin refused to sit down. He 





reached for his pocket and got 
blackjacked. He then sat down 

The student said later he was 
reaching for his passport. 

The patrolman started to leave 
but turned around and saw Essin 
standing by his former seat in 
the middle of the bus. He took 
the student to city hall and 
charged him with disturbing the 
peace and resisting arrest. City 
Judge Barto Giles fined him $25, 
and he was jailed, since he only 
had $14 with him. He was re- 


leased when a_ college official 
paid his fine.

‘Wild and Brash’ 
To the Editor: 

In a recent editorial on the 
problem of bracero labor, you 
found it necessary, I presume, to 
deliberately cloud the vital issues 
in this difficult question. I am re- 
ferring to the statement .... 

“We have always felt there is 
something ideologically obscene 
in the native Latin-Americans of 
this state scorning Mexican bra- 
cero labor.” 

This statement infers that na- 
tive Latin-Americans are intoler- 
ant of the members of the bra- 
cero labor force. Needless to re- 
mark, such an idea is far from 
reality. 

If the editorial staff of the 
Texas Observer had _ taken the 
time to investigate the true situa- 


tion, instead of emotionally react- 
ing in a negative fashion to the 


resolution adopted by the Ameri- 
can GI Forum urging that Orien- 
tal labor barred from 
country and bracero labor be lim- 
ited to proved labor shortages—I 
doubt that such a wild and brash 
editorial would have been pub- 
lished ... 

Another feature of this ques- 
tion which prompted the GI Fo- 
rum’s resolution revolves around 
the fact that native American ag- 
ricultural workers are being de- 
prived of work. Because the rep- 
resentatives of the Republic of 
Mexico and the United States are 
lax in investigating the employ- 
ment demands in _ agricultural 
areas, certain unscrupulous farm 
and ranch owners have the oppor- 
tunity to exclude native Ameri- 
cans from work by contracting 
Mexican citizens. There are 
enough native American agricul- 
tural workers to meet the labor 
shortage in Texas and California. 
However, the farmers and ranch- 
ers usually prefer the bracero la- 
borers because, through the work 
contract, it enables them to own 
the Mexican laborers body and 
soul. The high incidence of fraud 
and privation is almost always 
limited to members of the bra- 
cero labor force. I have been 
party to several instances when 
Dr. Hector Garcia, himself, had 
to personaliy§ struggle against 
South Texas farmers and ranch-

If this is a blueprint, as ad- 
vertised, for the theory and 
practice of liberalism, then 
liberals have reached the 
point of impotence achieved 
by the medieval cleric who 
propounded the question, 
“How many angels can dance 
on the point of a needle?” 


Dr. Greene, professor of the 
humanities at Scripps College, 
one-time teacher of philosophy at 
Yale and Princeton, says he in- 
tended in this book (based upon 
a series of lectures he delivered 
in 1949) to “formulate and defend, 
as simply and directly as possi- 
ble, what thoughtful and _ loyal 
Americans have always believed 
and still believe about liberty 
and the conditions and expres- 
sions of liberty.” 

Let it go that there is an im- 


plication here that liberty can be 


conditional, dismiss the thought 
that the use of “loyal” in this 
context seems to imply defense
